Washington, August 22.—(/)—Re- 
actions to Governor Smith’s speech 
accepting the democratic nomination 
were quickly forthcoming tonight 
from democrats and republicans alike. 
with practically unanimous’ agree- 
ment that he had frankly stated his 
position on the dominant questions 
raised in the presidential campaign. 

Senators George, of Georgia; Cara- 
way, of Arkansas, and Fletcher, of 
Florida, praised the utterance of their 
party candidate without stint; while 
Postmaster General New, and the re- 
publican Senators Smoot, of Utah, 
and Fess, of Ohio, found objections. 
Praises were also given by H. C. 
Hansbrough, former republican sen- 
ator from North Dakota, who is 
now chairman of the Smith Indepen- 
dent league, and by Representative 
Bloom, democrat, New York, in a tele- 
gram from New York. 

Remarkable Grasp. 

Senator George found a “remark- 
able grasp of national and interna- 
tional problems” indicated by the 
speech, which he said “effectually de- 
stroyed the myth of republican? pros 
perity.” Noting’ that Smith pledged 
“enforcement of the eighteenth 
amendment and of the laws enacted 
pursuant thereto to the last degree, 
George continued: 

“His assurance that he will ruth- 
levsly stamp out corruption in the en- 
forcement agencies carries conviction. 
He recognizes that opinion upon na- 
tional prohibition cuts squarely across 
the two great political parties and 
that therefore prohibition is not an 
issue between the parties themselves, 
He has his view upon the question; 
he does not hesitate to.express it but 
he recognizes the right of any demo- 
erat to differ from his view. He as- 
sumes full responsibility for his con- 
clusions and proposes specific rem- 
edy.”” 

New’s Contention. 

Postmaster General New contended 
that the Smith stand on prohibition 
could “mean nothing else than the re- 
peal of the eighteenth amendment and 
the Volstead act,” and added: “In 
short. if the majority of the American 
electorate is wet, and wants to en- 
trust Tammany with the aiministra- 
tion of the liquor laws, and in addi- 
tion to that favors facilitating foreign 
immigration, Governor Smith has a 
chance to be elected. 
has none.” J 

Asserting that the farm relief views 
of the democratic nominee would meet 
“the approval of every sincere friend 
of adequate farm legislation,’ Senator 
Carraway said: “The speech sustains 
the governor's reputation for clear 
thinking and candid statement. His 
best friends could have asked no more 
of him and his bitterest critics can 
find nothing about it to complain. 
He advances every issue with such 
courage that his political foes will he 
compelled to admit both his intelli- 
gence and his courage,” 

Smoot’s Description. 

Senator Smoot described the accept- 
ance address as “a fairly good demo- 
cratic political speech,’ after deny- 
ing Smith’s contention that the re. 
publican party was reactionary. “Gov- 
ernor Smith says the democratic par- 
ty does not, and under his leadership 
will not.” said the Utah senator, “‘a- 
vocate any sudden or drastic revolu- 
tion in our economic system, then 
adds ‘this principle Was recognized as 
far back as the passage of the Under- 
wood tariff bill.” So we are to have

“These hyphenated democrats who 
claim membership in the party and 
at the same time join hands with the 
enemies of democracy by supporting 
its arch enemy, the republican party 
at this critical juncture, are in ex- 
actly the same category. They de- 
serve the same condemnation and the 
same .contempt that fell upon those 
who abandoned their allegiance to 
America in the great conflict.” 

The fundamental principles of or- 
ganized labor and of the democratic 
party are largely ‘the same, Mr. Petry 
asserted, adding that local self goy- 
ernment was advocated and assured by 
both.

Albany, N. Y., August 22.—(AP)—In dealing with prohibition 
in his acceptance speech, Governor Smith came out flatly for a 
change in the eighteenth amendment to legalize the sale by state 
agencies of alcoholic beverages, if approved by popular referendum. 
He called attention to the Canadian system of handling the problem. 


At the same time, the democratic nominee promised, if elected 
president, to live up to his oath of office “to the last degree” in 
the enforcement of the prohibition amendment and all laws enacted 
He also gave a pledge to do his utmost to “ruthlessly 
“corruption in enforcement,” and 
asserted that he would guard against return of the saloon.

RADIO CARRIES 
ADDRESS TO U.S. 


Farm Relief, New Tariff 
Measures Advocated by 
Executive; Response to 
Speech Is Tremendous. 


Albany, August 22.—(#)—With all 
the force at his command, Governor 
Smith tonight told an expectant na- 
tion what he would do if elected 
president. In aggressive fashion, he 
accepted the democratic nomination 
with a speech which not only set forth 
his stand on prohibition, agriculture, 
foreign relations and other public 
questions, but accused the republican 
administration of a failure to keep 
faith with the people. 

As millions listened-in by radio, the 
new leader of the democrats advo- 
cated modification of both the Vol- 
stead law and 18th amendment; re- 
iterated that he would give the prob- 
lem of controlling crop surpluses his 
immediate attention; assailed the ad- 
ministgation’s Nicaraguan and Mexi- 
can policy, and pledged himself to a 
“real” endeavor to outlaw war. 

He also called for a reorganization 
of federal government activities on a 
business basis; declared that neither 
he nor the democratic party contem- 
plated “sudden or drastic” changes in 
tariff schedules; reaffirmed his stand 
for public ownership and control of 
Wwaterpower; promised a square deal 
for war veterans; stressed the need 
for inland waterway develepment, re- 
forestation and conservation of nat- 
ural resources, and advocated “pro- 
gressive legislation for the protection 
and care of working men and wom- 
en.” 

While standing “squarely” on the 
democratic platform declaration for 
restrictive immigration, the nominee 
asserted that he was “heartily in favor 
of removing from the immigration law 
the harsh provision which separates 
families,” and was “opposed to the 
principle of restriction based upon 
the figures of immigrant’ population 
contained in a census 38 years old.” 

Halfway through his address, which 
he had prepared with the idea of com- 
pleting its delivery within an hour, 
Governor Smith tackled the prohibition 
question. He never will advocate or 
approve any law, he said, which di- 
rectly or indirectly permits the re- 
turn of the saloon, and sale of intox- 
icants by state agencies was proposed 
as an alternative, 

Declaring that the president of the 
United States has two constitutional 
duties with respect to prohibition— 
enforcement of the Jaw and a deter- 
mination of what changes, if any,

Objection Withdrawn. 

Charles G. Revelle, counsel for the 
company, announced objection to the 
federal receivership was withdrawn in 
the interest of early disposition of the 
case. 

Speaking for officers of the com- 
pany and majority stockholders, he 
urged Judge Reeves to accept the re- 
insurance plan by which the Missouri 
State Life Insurance company, also 
of St. Louis, would take over the 
$303,000,000 of International insur- 
ance,

surance commissions of nine states 
who, in investigating the company’s 
affairs, discovered a $3,562,000 short- 
age in assets which they alleged had

Under the proposed merger, which 
would make the Missouri State the 
largest legal reserve life insurance 
company west of the Mississippi, with 
more than one billion dollars of in- 
surance in force, the Missouri State 
would take over the International's 
insurance and pay off the stockholders 
at a maximum of $107 a share from 
earnings over a period of years. 

The Missouri State would take over 
sundry liabilities but would not as- 
sume any obligation on account of any 
fraudulent, excessive or fictitious issue 
of stock by the International Life or 
any of its officers or agents.’

Hardman is “campaigning,” calling 
attention to a speech he heard the 
governor make Monday at Greenville, 
which he said “he ought to be ashamed 


Incidentally the veteran congress- 
man, former judge of the United States 
court of claims, former influential 
member of the rivers and harbors com- 
mittee of the house of representatives, 
declared outright his support of the 
democratic national ticket and said he 
was for it “from Alpha to Zero.” The 
statement of the former congressman 
evoked a burst of applause which was 
led by Senator Rivers. 

‘Denies Hardman Charges. 


Mr. Adamson was presented to the

career of the former congressman. 
Senator Rivers pitched his speech

. Scores Hardman’s Remarks. 


“This young man has a perfect 
right to run for governor of Georgia,” 
Mr. Adamson continued. “I was 
in Greenville Monday and heard the 
governor make his speech there. If 
Rivers today talks as mean about 
Hardman as Hardman talked about 
Rivers I am going to have them 
both turned out of the Baptist church. 
On at least three occasions I heard 
Hardman make what I believe to be 
deliberate misstatements about Riv- 
ers. And today Rivers is making the 
best political speeches I» have heard 
since the days of Bill Atkinson.” 

Governor Hardman permitted his 
implacable hatred of John Holder to 
get the better of his eerie in his 
fight with the state senate, a®cording 
to Mr. Adamson. 

“Hardman was mad because his 
home county of Jefferson went against 
him and for Holder in both elections,” 
he said. “He should have vented his 
hatred on the people of that county 
and not taken it out on the state 
senate,” he said. 


“Back to Legislature.” 


Mr. Adamson said ‘Governor Hard- 
man let his personal hatred take him 
too far and said he lost his temper 
when he was unable to make the state 
legislature do his “will. 

“But the people of Georgia do not 
elect their governors to be the boss of 
the legislature,” he said, 

“Down at Greenville I heard the 
governor read a statement of the com- 
parative record he made and Senator 
Rivers made and after hearing this 
statement I am convinced that the gov- 
ernor has done more as‘a legislator 
than he has as a governor and I think 
he ought to relinquish the governor's 
chair and go back to the legislature 
where he belongs.” 

Mr. Adamson said it is “a pity” that 
a situation exists in Georgia where it 

is almost impossible for a “poor 
man like Rivers” to conduct a cam- 
paign for governor. 

“That was one of the things I did 
not like about Hardman’s speech, it 
looked like he was. preaching class 
against class and trying to make it 
appear as if the poor were arrayed 
against the rich. It was such a ridicu- 
lous statement that I think yet that 
the doctor was joking.” 

Commends Rivers Ability. 


“IT am here in a sincere effort to 
bring to light the merits of these can- 
didates,” Mr. Adamson concluded, “If 
[I knew anything bad about Rivers I 
would not hesitate to tell you people 
here, my own home people what they 
are, but-I don’t know anything bad 
about him. He is an honorable, de- 
cent, Christian gentleman of marked 
ability and I believe he will make 
Georgia a good governor and I believe 
Georgia is going to elect him gover- 
nor.” i 
Congressman Adamson was given a 
real ovation as he concluded his speech 
and presented Senator Rivers to the 
crowd, 

Senator Rivers, after a brief speech 
praising the achievements and accom- 
plishments in public life of Mr. 
Adamson, took up a charge made in 
the campaign that he has in some 
way attacked Governor Hardman’s re- 
ligion. 

“Today I want to kill once and for 
all any and all reports that I have 
ridiculed at any time or anywhere the 
religion of Governor Hardman,” he 
said. “Were I to ridicule the re- 
ligion of Governor Hardman I would 
be ridiculing my own religion, as I 
belong to the same church as_ the 
governor. It is simply a cheap cam- 
paign sfatement which any man who 
knows me knows is untrue.” 

Senator Rivers said he deplored the 
fact that Governor Hardman had de- 
clined to meet him fact to face on the 
stump and discuss the issues between 
them, but preferred “to depend on 
written statements prepared by his 
paid political experts.” 

Hits Governor’s Campaign. 


Senator Rivers said a man who 
hides himself and depends on “pro- 
fessional politicians” to elect him will 
be under obligations later “to give 
special favors to those politicians.” 

“I am not connected with any pro- 
fessional politicians and I want to 
say right here that I have not prom- 
ised to appoint any man to state office 
and I have not promised not to ap- 
point any. I am not going to be un- 
der any obligations to anybody but the 
people of Georgia if elected. I will 
say that when I get ready to make 
appointments I am not going to name 
any of my enemies to office.” * 

Senator Rivers said he favored con- 
solidating the SO state departments into 
14 departments these being depart- 
ments of agriculture, auditing, con- 
servation, corporations, education, 
elementary, finance, health, law, pen- 
al, state and treasury. 

“The governor talks in glittering 
generalities about consolidating  de- 
partments but you’ve never heard him 
say which ones he will consolidate and 
you never will.” 

The speaker said tax reform will 
not come in Georgia until a governor 
is elected who is willing to cooperate 
with the state legislature in adopting 
a real tax reform program. 

Senator Rivers promised his full 
support of an intelligently conceived 
Plan of building highways in Geor- 
gia. He said he favors the abolition 
of state aid with county support; fa- 
vors the return of money advanced 
to state aid roads and favors road 
construction and maintenance out of 
funds derived from gasoline tax and

August 22.—The 
legislative record of Ed Rivers, can- 
didate for governor of Georgia, was 
taken up and discussed in detail here 
today by Sam A.‘*Nunn, of Perry, one 
of the campaign managers of Gover- 
nor Hardman. Mr. Nunn spoke to 
an attentive audience which filled the 
Bartow county courtroom during a 
noon recess of the superior court.

coast of South America; efficient and 
economical cable services are now of- 
fered by American companies; radio 
and ‘aviation are playing an increas- 
ingly important role in our Latin 
American trade relations, and we are 
understanding. each other to a much 
greater extent. : 

“These facilitives have enabled us 
to obtain and hold a greater share 
of the commerce of South America, 
although we, have always held a dom- 
inant position in the trade of . the 
Caribbean area. 

“Even though the United States 
has improved ‘her position to a re- 
markable extent, certain past and 
some’ present conditions retard . her 
advance. Mass production does not 
enable the filling of special orders to 
advantage, and the Latins are great 
special order people. 

“Moreover, our earliest representa- 
tives were mere-do-wells who left a 
bad heritage; they did not know the 
language, they disregarded the sacial 
customs and sractices so dear to the 
heart of the Latin, and they . went 
forth with a boasting, bravado spirit 
which aroused resentment.

JUNKERS PLANNING

OVER CONTINENT 


London, August 22.—(#)—The Ex- 
press announces it has learned that 
the Junkers airplane concern plans 
to establish an aerial passenger service 
from Cobh, Ireland, to the principal 
European cities, using German planes. 

The plan is to pick up trans-Atlantic 
passengers arriving at Cobh by steam-

IN TALMADGE ATTACK’ *: 


That Eugene Talmadge, present 
commissioner of agriculture for Geor- 
gin, spent more than $5,000 in 
the first six months of 1928 than 
did his predecessor, J. J. Brown, for 
a corresponding period of the previous 
year, was the charge reiterated Wed- 
nesday by G. C. Adams, candidate for 
the office now held by Mr. Talmadge. 
Mr. Adams based his charge upon a 
statement said to have been made by 
S. J. Slate, state auditor. Mr. 
Adams issued the statement in reply 
to the commissioner's claims to hay- 
ing saved money in the administra- 
tion of his office, he stated. 

The statement, in part, follows: 

“We have Eugene Talmadge nailed 
once and for all on the figures con- 
cerning the operation of his depart- 
ment. We have in our possession a 
statement made and signed by Hon. 
Sam J. Slate, state auditor, show- 
ing that the withdrawals from the 
state treasury by Eugene Talmadge 
for the first six months of 1928 
amounted to $194,873, while the with- 
drawals of J .J. Brown for the cor- 
responding peri the previous year 
amounted to $189,256, making a dif- 
ference of $5,617, Talmadge having 
withdrawn this. amount more than 
Brown. 

“Talmadge has been manipulating 
figures of his own compiled in his own 
office in a fruitless effort to show 
that he saved $51,000 and has been 
making statements to this effect in 
the newspapers and in speeches. Now 
comes Hon, Sam J. Slate, state audi- 
tor, with the official figures which 
show that Talmadge spent $5,617 
more than Brown spent. If he did 
not spend the money he withdrew 
from the treasury where is it? 

“In this case there never was a 
plainer example of misrepresentation. 
Sam J. Slate is state auditor and 
the figures he has on file showing 
withdrawals from the treasury are 
also on file in the treasurer's office 
and are open records of the state and 
thus available for any citizen who 
cares to see them.

Old Pageantry 


The town of Furnes in Belgium 
awakened the other day for sove of 
the pageantry of the middle ages. 
Thousands of tourists were there from 
the coast resorts. The burghers of 
all the towns of Flanders had come 
to march in the procession of the 
penitents. The fragment of the cross 
brought from the holy land by Robert 
of Jerusalem in 1100 is the inspira- 
tion for the ceremony. When over- 
taken by violent storms off Dunkirk 
he had vowed that the sacred relic 
would be given into the Loeping of 
the first church that he reached. The 
sky cleared anad the rays of the sun 
illumined the distant tower of St. 
Walpurga at Furnes. The ceremonies 
afterwards observed were dying out 
in the seventeenth century when the 
miraculous cure of one Jacobus Clou 
caused him to revive it and arrange 
for its perpetuation. These proces- 
sions and mystic feasts are one of the 
reasons that Belgium’s number of 
tourists is higher this year than ever, 
before.

THE BLUE BLOOD SHOWS. 

Will you please write an article on 
the increasing prevalence of varicose 
veins, asks Miss M. T. B., who goes 
on to say that— 

Everywhere you go they can be 
seen, except among the well to do. 
There are three women in the 
house where I live who have 
them. One is elderly and mother 
of a large family. One is a young 
married woman of 30 or so, the 
mother of one child. One is my- 
self. lam a model, aged 27. 1 
had an eppendectomy three years 
ago, and since that time there has 
been a gradual increase in the 
size of the veins in my legs. Now 
the lumps in the legs are notice- 
able and I fear this will mean 
the loss of my occupation, which 
naturally worries me a good deal. 
What causes these varicose veins? 
What can be done for them? Why 
are they seen only among the 
poor? Speaking for the three 
victims in our house, we are sure 
you would help a multitude by 
writing about this subject; We 
find your column instructive, 
helpful and interesting. The eld- 
est of us three insists that bear- 
ing children is the cause, but I 
have borne no children and I have 
varicose veins. Did my abdomi- 
nal operation perhaps have some- 
thing to do with it? 

Varicose veins, like obesity, real! 
beauty, gray hair, patience, cancer of | 
the uterus, hardening of the arteries! 
and wisdom teeth, do. prevail more | 
aineng women who have borne chil-| 
dren than among women who have 
not, but what of it? These things 
require time to develop. 

I do not believe enlarged, dilated. 
atrophied or swollen veins are more 
frequent today than they were in for- | 
mer days. On the contrary, I believe 
this varicose condition is less preva- 
lent- among women now than it -has 
ever been before, and certainly it is' 
not more frequent among men. If 
women seem to suffer more frequent- 
ly today that is because we see mare} 
of their legs nowadays. In most 
cases varicose veins cause no particu- | 
lar discomfort or disability, at heat 
in the earlier stagé, and therefore} 
most subjects of the condition would} 
not complain of it if they could hide! 
their legs from view. That’s why| 
varicose veins did not seem so preva- 
lent in the old days when a brief 
flash at an ankle was considered. 
rather risque. 


Experience does not bear out the 
correspondent’s belief that varicose 
veins occur only or mainly. among the 
poor and not among the well to do. 
I can cite no actual data or tabula- 
tions, but I know there is little if| 
any difference between the suscepti- ( 
bility of the rich and of the poor to!

Back of the speakers’ chair hung 
the American flag, and that of New 
York s‘ate, while on either side of 
the rostrum, which was separated 
from the floor of the chamber by a 
panel of mahogany, hung two other 
Ameriean flags. These were the only 
decorations. 

With practically no gestures but 
with great emphasis at times, the gov- 
ernor was greeted with a round of 
cheering when he said the democratic 
party was “pledged to continue those 
standards of unblemished integrity 
which characterized every act of the 
administration of Woodrow Wilson.” 

With the exception of a few bursts 
of applause the crowd was quiet as 
Mayor John Boyd Thacher, of Albany, 
introduced Senator Key Pittman, of 
Nevada, and also generally silent as 
the Nevada senator informed Gover- 
nor Smith of his notification, There 
was but one boisterous person, a man 
in the back of the gallery, who kept 
applauding until someone in the crowd 
shouted to him to “shut mp!”

Shouts = and 
cheers nearly drowned out a replaying 
of “The Sidewalks of New York.”

When it seemed as if the racket 
was about to die out, somebody start- 
ed shouting. with renewed vigor and 
the crowd was off again. 

The audience itself presented an ar- 
ray of colors. The dresses and hats 
of the women represented all colors 
of the rainbow and an indescribable 
number of blended shades. Here and 
there also were dashes of red, the 
bright Scottish uniform of members of 
the Kiltie band of an Albany. Ameri- 
can legion post. New York state 
troopers in bluish gray uniforms also

Tariff Law Weak. 


A leading republican writing in 
criticism of the present tariff law, 
said: “It stands as one of the most 
ill drawn pieces of legislation in re- 
cent political history.

True Economy. 


True economy would be effected by 
the erection of federal buildings, es- 
pecially in the > numerous instances 
where sites acquired many years ago 
have been left vacant because the ad- 
ministration did not desire to have 
these expenditures appear in the bud- 
get. It is not economy to refuse to 
spend money and to have our soldiers 
living in barracks which the chief of 
staff of the army recently stated Were 
indecent and below the standard for 
the meanest type of housing permitted 
anywhere. And the wise. properly 
timed construction of needed public 
improvements would substantially tend 
to lessen the evils of unemployment. 

If the people commission me to do 
it, IT shall with the aid of the con- 
gress effect a real reorganization and 
consolidation of governmental activi- 
ties upon a business basis and insti- 
tute the real economy whieh comes 
from prudent expenditure. I shall aid 
programs for the relief of unemploy- 
ment. recognizing its deep, human and 
social significance and shall strive to 
accomplish a national well-being rest- 
ing upon the prosperity of the indi- 
vidual men and women who consti- 
tute the nation. 

Acting tipon the principle of “equal 
opportunity for all, special privileges 
for none,” I shall ask congress to 
carry out the tariff declaration of our 
platform.

Monroe Doctrine. 

The Monroe doctrine must*be main- 
tained but not as a pretext for med- 
dling with the purely local concerns 
of countries which even though they 
be small are sovereign and entitled to 
demand and receive respect for their 
sovereignty. Ang I shall certainly do 
all that lies in my power to bring 
about the fullest concerted action be- 
tween this country and all the Latin 
American countries with respect to 
any step which it may ever be neces- 
sary to take to discharge such respon- 
sibilities to civilization as may he 
placed upon us by the Monroe doec- 
trine, 

The evil effect of the administra- 
tion’s policy with 
America has extended to our relations 
with the rest of the world. I am not 
one of those who contend that every- 
thing republican is bad and everything 
democratic is good. I approve the ef- 
fort to renew and extend the arbitra- 
tion treaties negotiated under the ad- 
ministration of President Wilson. But 
the usefulness of those treaties as de- 
terrents of war is materially impaired 
by the reservations asserted by various 
nations of the right to wage defensive 
wars as those reservations are inter- 
preted in the light of President Cool- 
idge’s record. Defending his policies 
he announced on April 25, 1927, the 
doctrine that the person and property 
of a citizen are a part of the national 
domain, even when abroad. I do not 
think the American people would ap- 
prove a doctrine which would give ta 
Germany, or France, or England, or 
any other country the right to regard 
a citizen of that country or the prop 
erty of a citizen of that country sit- 
nated within the borders of the United 
States a part of the national domain 
of the foreign .country. Our unwar- 
ranted intervention in internal affairs 
in Latin America and this specious

In 1921 there was negotiated a 
treaty for the limitation of the con- 
struction of battleships and battle 
cruisers of over 10,000 tons. It was 
approved without party dispute-as a 
start of the process of removing from 
the. backs of the toiling masses of the 
world the staggering burden of the 
hundreds of millions of dollars that 
are wrung from them every year for 
wasteful transformution into engines 
of destruction. For seven years the re- 
publican administration has followed 
it with nothing effective. No limita- 
tion has been placed upon land arma- 
ments, submarines, vessels of war of 
under 10,000 tons displacement, poi- 
sonous gases or any of the other ma- 
chinery devised by man for the de 
struction of human life. In chis re- 
spect our diplomacy has been futile. 

I believe the American people de- 
sire to assume their fair shage of re- 
sponsibility for the administration of 
a world of which they are a_ part, 
without political alliance with 
nation. I pledge myself 
a resumption of a real veggie to 
make the outlawry of war effective 
by removing its causes and to sub- 
stitute the methods of conciliation, 
conference, arbitration and judicial 
determination.

I personally believe that there 
should be change and I shall advise 
the congress in accordance with my 
constitutional duty of whatever 
changes I deem “necessary or ex- 
pedient.’”’ It will then be for the peo- 
ple and the representatives in the 
national and state legislatures to de- 
termine whether these changes shall 
be made. 

Believes In Temperance. 


IT will state the reasons for my be- 
lief, In a book “Law and its 
Origin,” recently called to my notice, 
James C. Carter, one of the leaders 
of the bar of this country, wrote of 
the conditions which exist “when a 
law is made declaring conduct widely 
practiced and widely regarded as in- 
nocent to be a crime.” He points out 
that in the enforcement of such a 
law “trials become scenes of perjury 
and subornation of perjury; “juries 
find abundant excuses for rendering 
acquittal or persisting in disagree- 
ment contrary to their oaths and he 
concludes “Perhaps worst of all is 
that general regard and reverence for 
law are impaired, a consequence the 
mischief of which can scarcely be 
estimated,” These words written years 
before the 18th amendment or the 
Volstead act were prophetic of our 
situation today. 

I believe in temperance. We have 
not achieved temperance under the 
present system. The mothers and 
fathers of -young men and women 
throughout this land know the anxiety 
and worry which has been brought to 
them by their children’s use of liquor 
in a way which was unknown before 
prohibition. I believe in reverence 
for law. ‘Today disregard of the pro- 
hibition laws is insidiously sapping re- 
spect for all law. raise, therefore, 
what I profoundly believe to be a 
great moral issue involving’ the 


| the return of the saloon. 


righteousness of our national conduct | 


and the protection of our children’s 
morals, 

The remedy, as I have stated, is the 
fearless application of Jeffersonian 
principles, Jefferson and his followers 
foresaw the complex activities of this 
great, widespread country. They knew 
that in rural, sparsely settled districts 
people would develop different desires 
and customs from those in densely 
populated sections and that if we were 
to be a nation united on truly na- 
tional matters there had to be a dif- 
ferentiation in local laws to allow for 
different local habits. It was for this 
reason that the democratic platform 
in 1884 announced: ““We oppose sump- 
tuary laws which vex the citizens and 
interfere with individual liberty,” and 
it was for this reason that Woodrow 
Wilson vetoed the Volstead act. 


Relief By Referendum, 


In aceordance with this democratic 
principle some immediate relief would 
come from an amendment to the Vol- 
stead law giving a scientific definition 
of the aleoholic content of an intoxi- 
cating beverage. The present defini- 
tion is admittedly inaceurate and un- 
scientific. Each* state would then be 
allowed to fix its own standard of 
alcoholic content, subject always to 
the proviso that that standard could 
not execed the maximum fixed by 
the congress. 

I believe moreover that there should 
be submitted to the people the ques- 
tion of some change in the provisions 
of the eighteenth amendment. Certain- 
ly no one foresaw when the amend- 
ment was ratified the conditions which 
exist today by bootlegging, corruption 
and open violation of the law in all 
parts of the country, The people them- 
selves should after this eight years of 
trial, bé permitted to say whether 
existing conditions should be_ recti- 
fied. I personally believe in an amend- 
ment in the’ eighteenth amendment 
which would give to each individual 
state itself only after approval by a 
referendum popular vote of its people 
the right wholly within its borders to 
import, manufacture or cause to be 
manufactured and sell alcoholic bev- 
erages, the sale to be made only by 
the state itself and not for consump 
tion in any public place. We may well 
learn from the experience of other na- 
tions. Our Canadian neighbors ‘have 
gone far in this manner to solve this 
problem by the method of sale made 
by the state itself and not by private 
individuals, 

No Return of Saloon. 


There is no question here of the 
return of the saloon. When -I stated 
that the saloon “is and ought to be a 
defunct ‘institution in this country” I 
meant it. I mean it today. I will 
never advocate nor approve any law 
which directly or indirectly permits 


Such a change would preserve for 
the dry states the benefit of a na- 
tional Jaw that would: continue ‘to 
make interstate shipment of intoxicat- 
ing beverages a crime. It would pre- 
serve for the dry states federal] en- 
forcement of prohibition within their 
own borders. It would permit to citi- 
zens of other states a carefully limited 
and controlled method of effectuating 
the popular will wholly within the 
borders of those states without the 
old evil of the saloon. 

Such a method woyld reestablish re- 
spect for law and terminate the agi- 
tation which has injeeted discord into 
the ranks of the great political par- 
ties which should be standing fer the 
accomplishment of fundamental pro- 
grams for the nation. I may fairly say 
even to those who disagree with me 
that the solution I offer is one based 
upon the historic policy of the demo- 
cratic party, to assure to each state 
its complete right of local self-govern- 
ment. I believe it is a solution which 
would today be offered by Jefferson, 
or Jackcon or Cleveland or Wilson. 
if those great leaders were with us. 


Shifts te Agriculture. 


Publicity agents of the republican 
ndministration have written so many 
articles on our general prosperity that 
they have prevented the average man 
from having a proper appreciation of 
the degree of distress existing today 
among farmers and stock-raisers. From 
1910 to the present time the farm debt 
has increased by the striking sum of 
$10,000,000,000, or from $4,000,000,- 
600 to $14.000.000,000. The value of 
farm property between 1920 and 1925 
decreased by $20,000,000,000. This de- 
pression made itself felt in an enor- 
mous increase of bank failures in the 
azricultural districts. In 1927 there 
were 830 bank failures, with total 
liabilities of over $270,000,000, almost 
entirely in the agricultural sections, as 
against 49 such failures during the 
last year of President Wilson’s ad- 
ministration. 

The report of November 17, 1927, 
of a special committee of the Asso- 
ciation of Land Grant Colleges and 
Universities states: “Incomes from 
farming since 1920 have not been suf- 
ficient to pay a fair return on the 
current value of capital used and a 
fair wage for the farmer’s labor, or 
to permit farm’ people to maintain a 
standard of living comparable with 
other groups of like ability.” The 
business men’s commission on agri- 
culture gaid in * November, 1927, 
“Since the war, the prices of farm 
products have persisted in an unéco- 
nomic and unfavorable adjustment to 
the general sale of prices of other 
goods and services;” and “the dis- 
parity between urban and farm in- 
comes has emphasized the disparity in 
standards of living in the rural and 
urban populations.” “The value of? 


farm land and farm property decreased 
heavily in the post-war deflation” and 
“large numbers of farmers have lost 
all their property in this process.” 

We have not merely a problem of 
helping the farmer. While agricul- 
ture is one of the most individualized 
and independent of enterprises, still 
as the report of the business men’s 
commission points out, “Agriculture 
is essentially a public function, af- 
fected with a clear and unquestionable 
public interest.” The country is an 
economic whole. If the buying pow- 
er of agriculture is impaired, the 
farmer makes fewer trips to Main 
street. The shop owner suffers be- 
cause he has lost a large part of his 
trade. The manufacturer who sup- 
plies him likewise suffers as does the 
wage earners, because the manufac- 
turer is compelled to curtail his pro- 
duction. And the banker cannot col- 
leet his debts or safely extend further 
credit. This country eannot be a 
healthy, strong economic body if one 
of its members, so fundamentally im- 
portant as agriculture, is sick almost 
to the point of economic death. 

The normal market among the farm- 
ers of this country for the products 
of industry is ten billions of dollars. 
Our export market according to latest 
available figures is, exclusive of ag- 
ricultural products, approximately one 
billion, six hundred millions of dol- 
lars. These large figures furnish 
striking indication of the serious blow 
to national prosperity as a whole 
which is struck when the buying pow- 
er of the farmer is paralyzed. 


Stands By Platform. 

When, therefore, I say that I am 
in accord with our platform declara- 
tion that the solution of this problem 
must be a prime and immediate con- 
cern of the democratic administration, 
I make no class appeal. I am stating 
a proposition as yital to the weltare 
of business as of agriculture. 

With the exception of the adminis- 
trations of Cleveland and Wilson, the 
government of this country has been 
in republican hands for half a cen- 
tury. For nearly eight years the 
president and congress have been re-' 
publicans. What has been done to 
solve this problem? Many promises 
were made which have never been ful- 
filled. Certainly the promise of re- 
lief by tariff has not been fulfilled. 

The tariff is inefective on commodi-, 
ties of which there is exportable sur- 
plus without controlled sale of the 
surplus. Our platform points the way 
to make this tariff effective for crops 
of which we produce a surplus. There 
has been government interference 
with laws of supply and demand to 
benefit industry, commerce and fi- 
nance. It has been one-sided because 
business, industry and finance would 
have been helped more if. proper at- 
tention ‘had been given to the condi- 
tion of agriculture. Nothing of sub- 
Stance has been done to bring this 
basic part of our national life into 
conformity with the economic sys- 
tem that has been set up by law. 
Government should interfere as little 
as possible with business. But if it 
does interfere with one phase of eco- 
nomic life, be it by tariff, by assist- 
ance to merchant marine, by control 
of the flow of money and capital 
through the banking system, it is bad 
logic, bad eeonomics and an abandon- 
ment of government responsibility to 
say that as to agriculture alone, the 
government should not aid. 


Ne Substitute Offered. 

Twice a republican congress has 
passed legislation only to have it ye- 
toed by a president of their own 
party, and whether the veto of that 
specific measure was right or wrong, 
it is undisputed that no adequate sub- 
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tially upon engineers’ reports the ac- 
curacy of which must be above ques- 
tion. When the results of such a 
study are given to congress, I am en- 
tirely willing to abide by the decision 
of congress. 

With the development of inland 
waterways goes the control of floods 
thereon. The Mississippi flood of last 
year brought home to the‘ nation the. 
imperative need for a national policy 
ot flood contrel. The last two ad- 
ministrations waited for this calamity 
and for universal demand that some- 
thing be done instead of taking lead- 
ership in thig important work. Fore- 
thought, courage, and leadership and 
knowledge of what real ultimate eco- 
nomy means would have done much to 
prevent this calamity with its ensu- 
ing waste and misery. An ounce of 
prevention is worth a pound of first 
aid and relief. In the last congress 
the Reid-Jones bill laid down sound 
lines for the solution of this great 
problem. The policy thus initiated for 
the Mississippi must carried 
through. The money actually appro- 
priated for flood relief is too, small 
to make even a start. Too much time 
has been spent in squabbling over 
who shall pay the bill. 

The Mississippi river and its tribu- 
taries constitute a great network of 
waterways flowing through a large 
number of states. Much more than 
flood control is involved. Fullest de- 
velopment of the Mississippi river and 
its tributaries as arteries of com- 
merce should be the goal. 

Wide possibilities for public good 
are latent in what remains of our nat- 
ural resources. I pledge myself to a 
progressive liberal conservation policy 
based upon the same _ principles to 
which I have given my support in the 
state of New York, and to fight 
against selfish aggression in this field 
wherever it appears and irrespective 
of whom it may invo’ve. No nation 
in history has been more careless about 
the conservation of natural resources 
than has ours. We have denuded our 
forests. We have been slow to re- 
claim lands for development and have 
allowed to run to waste or have given 
to private exploitation our public wa- 
ters with their great potential power 
for the development of electrical en- 
ergy. 

Unpatriotic Propaganda. 

The value of this heritage can best 
be measured when we consider the 
recent disclosures of the methods em- 
ployed by private monopolies to wrest 
our remaining water powers from pub- 
lic control. aoe 

No more dishonest or unpatriotic 
propaganda has ever been seen in this 
country than that disclosed by the in- 
vestigation into the methods of cer- 
tain utility corporations. Private cor- 
porations to gain control of public 
resources have procured the writing 
of textbooks for the public schools ; 
have subsidized lecturers pretending 
to give to the country their own hon- 
est and unbiased advice; have em- 
ployed as their agents former public 
officials and have endeavored to mis- 
lead public opinion by the retention 
of the services of leaders of the com- 
munity in various parts of the coun- 
try. Highly paid lobbyists, penetrated 
into every state and into the legisla- 
tive halls of the nation itself.

Must Provide Fair Rates. 

Wherever the development, the gov- 
ernment agency, state or federal as 
the case may be, must retain through 
contractual agreement with the dis- 
tributing companies the right to pro- 
vide fair and reasonable rates to the 
ultimate consumer and the similar 
right to insist upon fair and equal dis- 
tribution of the power. This can 
be secured only by the absolute re- 
tention by the people of the ownership 
of the power by owning and controll- 


These sources 


endeavor to solve the problem of the 
distribution of the cost of dealing with 
crop surpluses over the marketed unit 
of the crop whose producers are bene- 
fited by such assistance. Only th 
mechanics remain to be devised. I 
propose to substitute action for in- 
action and friendliness for hostility. 
In my administration of the govern- 
ment of my state, whenever I was 
confronted with a_ problem of this 
character, I called into conference 
those best equipped on the particular 
subject in hand. I shall follow that 
course with regard to agriculture. 
Farmers and farm leaders with such 
constructive aid as will come from 
sound economists and fair minded 
leaders of finance and business must 
work out the detail. ‘There are vary- 
ing plans for the attainment of the 
end which is to be accomplished. Such 
plans should be subjected at onee to 
searching, able and fair minded analy- 
sis, because the interest of all require 
that the solution shall be economically 
sound, 
To Call Conference. 


If I am elected, I shall immediately 
after election ask leaders of the type 
[ have named irrespective of party 
to enter upon this task. I shall join 
with them in the diseharge of their 
duties during the coming winter and 
present to congress immediately upon 
its convening, the solution recommend- 
ed by the body of men best fitted to 
render this signal service to the na- 
tion. I shall support the activities of 
this body until a satisfactory law is 
placed upon the statute books. 

Adequate distribution is necessary 
to bring a proper return to produe- 
tion. Increased efficiency of railroad 
transportation and terminal handling 
means lowering of cost which in turn 
reflects itself in the form of increased 
purchasing power through reduction 
bt the cost of every-day necessities of 
ife. 

Nor do railroads exhaust means of 
transportation. I. believe in encourag- 
ing the construction and use of mod- 
ern highways to carry the short haul 
of smal] bulk commodities and to aid 
in effective marketing of farm prod- 
ucts, : 

Of great importance and still in a 
highly undeveloped, state are our 
transportation routes by waterways. 
Commodities of great bulk, where the 
freight cost is a-large part of the cost 
to the ultimate consumer, are among 
the least profitable to railroads to 
carry and lend themselves most read- 
ily to water transportation, 

Certain areas of our country are 
deeply interested in opening up a di- 
rect route from the middle west to 
the sea by way of the great lakes and 
adjacent waterways. Controversy has 
arisen over the relative merits of the 
St. Lawrence route or the All-Ameri- 
ean ronte. As governor of New York, 
I have heretofore expressed a prefer- 
ence for the all-American route, bas- 
ing my view on engineers’ reports 
made to me. The correctness of these 
reports and also of those favoring the 
St. Lawrence route has been chal- 
lenged. As president of the United 
States. therefore, it wonld be my clear 
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‘that turns on or 


ing the site and plant at the place of 
The government—federal, 
or the authority representing 
joint states—must control the switch 
off the power so 
greedily sought by certain. private 
groups without the least regard tor 
the publie good. 

I shall carry into federal adminis- 
tration the same policy which I have 
maintained against heavy odds in m7 
own state. Under no circumstances 
should private monopoly be permitted 
to capitalize for rate-making purposes 
water power sites that are the prop- 
erty of the people themselves. It is to 
me unthinkable that the government 
of the United States or any staie 
thereof will permit either direct or in- 
direct alienation of water power sites. 

Electrical energy generated from 
water power as an incident.to the 
regulation of the flow of the Colorado 
river is the common heritage of all 
the states through which the river 
flows. The benefits growing from 
such development should be ‘equitably 
distributed among the states having 
right of ownership. The duty of the 
federal government is confined to nav- 
igation. I am of the opinion that the 
best results would flow from the set- 
ting up of a Colorado river authority 
representative equally of all the state: 
concerned. The development should 
be by the states through the agency 
of this authority by treaty ratified by 
congress. 

Would Operate Shoals. 

It will be thes policy of my admin- 
istration while retaining government 
ownership and control to develop a 
method of operation for Muscle Shoals 
which will reclaim for the government 
some fair revenue from the enormous 
expenditure already made for its de- 
velopment and which is now a com- 
plete waste. In this way the original 
peace-time purpose of the construc- 
tion of this plant will be achieved. The 
pation will be reimbursed. agriculture 
will‘be benefited by the cheap vrodu-- 
tion of nitrates for fertilizer and the 
surplus power will be distributed to 
the people. 

The remaining public natural re- 
sources now under contro} of the fedl- 
eral government must be administered 
in the interests of all of the people. 

Likewise a complete survey and 
study of the remaining undeveloped 
public resources of land, coal, oil and 
other minerals is greatly needed and 
should be undertaken. , 

The United States because its peo- 
ple use more wood than any other 
on earth is therefore more dependent 
on the forest than any other’ great 
nation. At the same time we are the 
most wasteful of all people in the de- 
struction of our forest resources, 

The use of our national forests for 
recreation should be greatly extended. 
I also pledge myself to give the same} 
continuing interest and support to a 
national park, reforestation and recrea- 
tion program as have brought about 
the establishment of a great conser- 
vation and state park system in the 
state of New York. 
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It was Grover Cleveland who first 
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made our national forest and conserva- 
tion policy into a great public ques- 
tion. Theodore Roosevelt followed in 
his footsteps. What these two men 
began must be continued and carried 
forward. 

The American people constitute a 
structure of many component parts. 
One of its foundations is labor. The 
reasonable contentment of those who 
toil with the conditions under which 
they live and work is an essential 
basis of the nation’s well-being. The 
welfare of our country therefore de- 
mands governmental concern for the 
legitimate interest of labor. 


Praises Wilson’s Start. 


recognized this fact and under the 
administration of Woodrow Wilson, a 
large body of progressive legislation 
for the pretection of those laboring in 
industry, was enacted. Our platform 
continues that tradition of the party. 
We declare for the principle of collec- 
tive bargaining which alone can put 
the laborer upon a basis of fair equal- 
ity with the employer; for the human 
principle that labor is not a commo- 
dity; for fair treatment to govern- 
ment and federal employees; and for 
specific and immediate attention to 
the serious problems of unemployment, 

From these premises it was inevit- 
able that our platform should further 
recognize grave abuses in the issuance 
of injunctions in labor disputes which 
threaten the very principle of collective 
bargaining. Chief Justice Taft in 1919 
stated that government of the relations 
between capital and labor by injune 
tion was an absurdity. Justice Holmes 
and Justice Brandeis of the United 
States supreme court, unite in an opin- 
ion which describes the restraints on 
labor imposed by a federal injunction 
as a reminder of involuntary servitude. 

Dissatisfaction and social unrest 
have grown from these abuses and un- 
doubtedly legislation must be framed 
to meet just causes for complaint in 
regard to the unwarranted issuance 
of injunctions, 

Study Under Way. 

The judiciary committee of the 
United States senate has already in 
progress a careful study of this situa- 
tion. I promise full cooperation to the 
end that a definite remedy by law be 
brought forth to end the existing evils 
and preserve the constitutional guar- 
antegs of individual liberty, free as- 
semblage and speech and the rights 
of peaceful persuasion. 

I shall continue my sympathetic in- 
terest in the advancement of progres- 
Sive legislation for the protection and 
adyancement of working men and 
women. Promotion of proper care of 
maternity, infancy and. childhood and 
the encouragement of those scientifie 
activities of the national government 
which advance the safeguards of pub- 
lic health, are so fundamental as to 
need no expression from me other than 
my record as legislator and as gover- 
nor. 

None can question my respect for 
and cooperation with the civil serv- 


sation for government service. I be- 
lieve in that true equality of women 
that opens to them without restriction 
all avenues of opportunity for which 
they can qualify in business, in goy- 
ernment service and in politics. 

I have a full appreciation of what 
this country owes to our veteran sol- 
diers. I know that when the country 
called, the veteran came promptly. 
When the veteran in distress calls to 
the country, the country should be 
equally prompt. Red tape and tech- 
nicalities and autocratic bureaucracy 
should be brushed aside when the time 
comes for a grateful American people 
to recognize its debt to the men who 
offered themselves in our hour of 
need. 


“Unite the Families.” 

During all of our national life the 
freedom of entry to the country has 
been extended to the millions who de- 
sired to take advantage of the free- 
dom and the opportunities offered by 
America. The rugged qualities of our 
immigrants hare kelped to develop our 
country and their children have taken 
their places high in the annals of 
American history. 

Every race has made its contribu- 
tion to the betterment of America. 
While I stand squarely on our plat- 
form declaration that the laws which 
limit immigration must be preserved 
in full force and effect, I am heartily 
in favor of removing from the immi- 
gration law the harsh provision which 
separates families, and I am opposed 
to the principle of restriction based 
upon the figures of immigrant popula- 
tion contained in a census 38 years 
old. I believe this is designed to dis- 
criminate against certain nationalities, 
and is an unwise policy. 
way essential to a continuance of the 
restriction advocated in our platform. 


No Political Promises, 

While this is a government of laws 
and not of men, laws do not execute 
themselyes. We must have people of 
character and outstanding ability to 
serve the natjon. To me one of the 
greatest elements of satisfaction in my 
nomination is the fact that I owe it 
to no one man or set of men. I can 
with complete honesty make the state-, 
ment that'my nomination was brought 
about by no promise given or implied 
by me or any one in my behalf, I will 
not be influenced in appointments by 
the question of a person's wet or dry 
attitude, by whetlier he is rich or 
poor, whether he comes from the 
north. south, east or west, or by what 
church he attends in the worship of 
God. The sole standard of my ap- 
pointments will be the same as they 
have been in my governorship—integ- 
rity of the man or woman and his or 
her ability to give me the greatest 
possible aid in devoted service to the 
people. 

In this spirit I enter upon the cam- 
paign. During its progress I shall 
talk at length on many of the issues 


to which 1 have referred in this ac- 
ceptance address, as well as other im- 
portant questions. I shall endeavor 
to conduct this campaign on the high 
plane that befits the intelligence of 
our citizens. , 

Victory, simply for the sake of 
achieving it, is empty.

Albany, N. .Y., August 22.—(P)}— 
Senator Key Pittman, of Nevada, 
chairman of the Smith notification 
committee, in his speech of presenta- 
tion said: — 

Governor Smith: 

I have the honor, sir, as chairman 
of the notification conimittee of the 
national convention, to convey to you 
an official message from the democ- 
racy of the United States. 


Our people, at aii times, irrespective 
of party affiliations, have been ad- 
herents of the great principles of de- 
mocracy proclaimed by Thomas Jef- 
ferson. Only unusual events, and the 
vicissitudes and gonfusion attending 
our swift prograss, have led some of 
our people into the train of false gods. 
Only periodically have we paused, fac- 
ed the facts, and reset our course— 
aligned our votes with our minds and 
our hearts. 


Such a time we hold now to be upon 
us. The world war, notwithstanding 
the glory of our arms, left us dazed 
and disturbed. The post-war period 
proved to be an auspicious occasion for 
the forces of reaction—those greedy 
groups which have contrived by tenu- 
ous threads to tie themselves togeth- 
er. under the label of republicanism.

Georgia ’Legger 
Kicks on Income 


Tax Assessment 


Washington, August 22.—(#)—The 
right of the federal government to tax 
income derived from the illegal sale 
of intoxicating liquor was challenged 
in the supreme court today by Wil- 
liam H. Haar, of Savannah, Ga., who 
was assessed a tax of $1,901,500 for 
the years 1917 to 1921, inclusive. 
When Haar admitted he probably 
owed some tax, but not that much, 
the commissioner of internal revenue 
reviewed the emergency assessment he 
had made and reduced the tax to 
$238,105. 

Haar attacked the tax on the ground 
that under the law the commissioner 
of internal revenue had no right to 
make the emergency assessment except 
upon a return made by himself or by 
a collector of internal revenue, point- 
ing out that the commissioner had 
acted upon a report made by a spe- 
cial revenue agent. 


The federal circuit court of appeals, 
while. finding that there was some 
question as to the amount of taxes 
he owed, held. that the assessment 
was within the authority of the com- 
missioner of internal revenue and sent 
the case back to the distrief court to 
determine the tax which should be 
paid. Haar would have the supreme 
court pass on the right of the commis- 
sioner to assess income taxes under 
such conditions,

NEW POLITICAL 
PARTY IN PANAMA 
IS ANNOUNCED 


Panama, August 22.—(#)—Forma- 
tion of a new political party to be 
called the nationalist and to be devot- 
ed to correcting political blunders of 
the past was announced today by Dr. 
Eusebio Morales, minister of finances 
since 1921.

SHOT AT LEADING 
STATIONS MISSES 


BY MARTIN CODEL. 
(Special Dispatch to The Constitution -and

Washington, August 22.—An effort 
to tie up 11 of the largest broadcast- 
ing stations in the United States re- 
ceived a setback today when the fed- 
eral radio eommission declared what 
virtually amounts to a “hands-off” 
policy in the “radio trust’’ contro- 
versy. . 

An opinion réndered for the com- 
mission by its chief counsel, Louis G. 
Caldwell, asserted that the radio con- 
trol body was powerless to revoke the 
licenses of the stations merely because 
of unadjudicated charges that their 
ownership or control is vested in the 
hands of a group whose operations 
“may substantially lessen competi- 
tion, restrain commerce or tend to 
create a monopoly.” 

Such charges were preferred by the 
Radio Protective association of -Chi- 
cago, a group of independent radio 
manufacturers who have been waging 
a fight against the radio patent pool, 
alleging that it created a monopoly 
in the manufacture of radio apparatus. 
The .fight against the cross-licensing 
of patents and other agreements be- 
tween the large concerns involved has 
been going on in congress, before the | 
federal trade commission and in the 
courts for several years. 

The independents, acting through} 
Oswald Schuette, their saneetay] 
asked the commission to “enforce the 
mandate of the radio law and revoke 
the. broadeasting licenses” of the fol- 
lowing stations: WGY, Schenectady, 
N. Y.; KOA, Denver, Colo., and KGO, 
Oakland, Calif.. owned by the Gen- 
eral Electric company: KDKA, Pitts- 
burgh; KYW and KFXX, Chicago: 
WBZ, Springfield, Mass., and WBZA, 
Boston, owned by the Westinghouse 
company; WJZ, New York, and 
WRC, Washington, owned lw the Ra- 
dio Corporation of America, and 
WEAF, New York, owned by the Na- 
tional Broadcasting company. 

Even assuming the “trust” charges. 

to. be true, Mr. Caldwell’s opinion 
reads, the radio commission cannot 
revoke station licenses without find- 
ings and certificates from such bodies 
as the interstate commerce commis- 
sion or the federal trade commission 
on charges that a station has failed 
to provide reasonable facilities for 
radio communication, or has made un- 
just charges or has been guilty of 
undue discriminations. 
_ When the federal courts render a 
judgment of guilty, the opinion holds, 
they are empowered to revoke li- 
censes,, as well as impose on their 
penalties, concerning allegedly illegal 
combinatious of wireless with wire 
interests, such as the radio law for- 
bids, it is held that the evident in- 
tention of that section of the law «is 
to prohibit such combinations ‘where 
competition would be lessened in the 
field of communications and that it 
does not cover ‘a monopoly in the 
manufacture of apparatus.” 


NAVAL STATIONS 
WILL KEEP BYRD 
RADIO LINES OPEN 


Washington, August 22.—(#)—Na- 
val radio stations were advised today 
that naval communication service fa- 
cilities have been placed at the dis- 
posal of the antarctic expedition un- 
der Commander Richard E. Byrd. 

In his message to the stations Cap- 
tain C. S. Hooper, director of naval 
communications, said that the two 
vessels of the expedition were making 
final preparations for departure. 

“The facilities of the naval commu- 
nication service have been placed at 
the expedition’s disposal for all but 
press and personal dispatches,” Cap- 
tain Hooper’s communication said. 
“This will include messages on ‘scien- 
tifie or professional subjects and the 
usual correspondence with its United 
States headquarters. Such traffie will 
be handled as elass “‘A” businesss. 
the radio at Wastiington finally dis- 
tributing to addresses and making 
proper abstracts of telegraph charges.” 

The message added that the naval 
radio station on the island of Samoa 
“will, have great responsibility—and 
great opportunity—of doing itself and 
the communications service proud by 
keeping the expedition constantly in 
touch with the outside world.”

IBill Tilden 


Will Not Meet 
With Officials 


to Officials Fully Stating 
His Views. 


New York, August 22.—(/)—Wil- 
liam T. Tilden will not be present at 
his trial on charges of violating the 
amateur player-writer rule of the 
United States Lawn Tennis associa- 
tion scheduled to be held here Friday 
evening, he notified President Samuel 
H. Collom, of that organization, in a 
letter given to the press tonight. 

“Business forcing me to be out of 
the city at the time of the meeting of 
the executive committee,” was given 
by Tilden as his reason for not appear- 
ing. What this business is he did not 
specify. He then went on to write his 
side of the case with the request that 
it be presented to the meeting. 

Tilden’s letter follows: 


Business forcing me to be out of the city 
at the time of the meeting of the executive 
committee of the United Staets Lawn Tennis 
association to consider charges against me 
of violating the player-writer clause of the 
amateur rule, [ am taking the liberty of 
writing my side of the case to you and re- 
questing you to present it fe the meeting 
as stated below. 

I state that I did not intentionally violate 
or attempt to evade the spirit or letter of 
the rnle, and that to the best of knowledge 
the articles under dispute do not violate the 
rule. These articles were written by me 
and were intended to be comment articles 
of an editorial nature eoncerning the pla y- 
ing form of the Americans in Wimbledon 
and were mainly to give an idea of how our 
men ‘were shaping toward the Davis cup 
Only a few individual matches 
were mentioned and none described in detail 
as would be necessary in reporting or ‘‘coy- 
ering’’ a tournament and no matches were 
mentioned until the third day after comple- 
tion of the match. To ‘cover a _ toeurna- 
ment’’ means in newspaper circles to.describe 
the play round by round in detail from 
beginning to end of play. 

I.sat on the committee of seven that draft- 
ed that rule and the opinion that Senator 
Pepper and his committee left in my mind 
was that the rule was intended to stop a 
player writing spot news, daily reportorial 
articles gbout an event in which he was 
playing. These articles of mine now under 
dispute are not spot news reportorial arti- 
cles. 

I give my word that there was no at- 
tempt to evade or come close to evading 
the rule. I have read the case against me 
closely and while I do net agree with the 
interpretation of the rule which is placed on 
it by the committee that any allusion to a 
tournament while it is in progress constitutes 
a violation, I do agree that once granting 
that premise, the articles violate the inter- 
pretation. Since that is so I cannot but re- 
iterate that any violation is a technicality 
and debatable but certainly was one of ignor- 
ance and not of deliberate intent. 

All one has to do to realize that there 
could be no intent on my part is to 
realize that this year I accepted the cap- 
taincy and played on the Davis cup 
team against my wishes, but in an 
attempt to aid American tennis I 
gave up a part in a play which was already 
playing, sacrificing a salary and impefilled 
a personal investment.

(Former Women’s National Tennis 
Champion. )

New York, Awgust 22—A rainy 
day at Forest Hills such as Wednes- 
day, when not a single match could 
be played, means the National Wom- 
en’s Tennis championship cannot be 
decided until Monday, That is offi- 
cially decided. ° 

In such an important event there is 
no longer any doubling up of matches. 
Times have changed, for when I won 
my first national, 18 years ago, if 
there was rain for three days in the 
week we still finished on schedule. 
Matches were doubled and _ tribled, 
finals were played in the rain if nec- 
essary. In 1912, I remember playing 
the ladies’ doubles and the mixed 
doubles finals in first a drizzle and 
finally a downpour. It wasn’t tennis. 
Our rackets were mushy, we changed 
balls every three games, slipped on 
the court. It was sport but more like 
the informal rete: club tennis than 
a national champibnship, and had lit- 
tle similarity except the title to our 
national event of today, which is 
highly organized, systematized, spe- 
eialized and criticised into its large 
and important position as a major 
sporting event. 

Today you could not picture our 
perfectly groomed and dignified lady 
champion being obliged to battle the 
elements or to be worked hard for 
even a day. 

Awaiting the final decision to call 
of the matches for the day, I ctreu- 
lated among the storm bound contest- 
ants gathered around bridge, tables. 
There they all were, the lovely Helen, 
the great Molla, the amaging May 
Bundy, the clever Hazel Wightman, 
strapping Helen Jacbos, all of them 
there in one room. What a barrel of 
ideas if only I could nab them. My 
thought was, here is an opportunity 
to solve what has been termed “the 
mystery of Helen Wills’ power of 
stroke.”’ :

Every year our champion has been 
gaining in stature and strength. Hazel 
Hotchkiss Wightman is only five feet 
one, I am five feet three, May Bundy 
and Molla Mallory five feet four, 
while Helen Wills towers above her 
predecessor six and one-half inches 
taller than the shortest. That height 
is a great asset when well-handled, 
Both Helen and Bill ‘Tilden have 
proved that. 

Now we approach the greatest sin- 
gle factor in Helen Wills power of 
stroke. She believed she couid acquire 
speed with control in spite ef this 
theory being in contradiction to the 
usual trend of thought that accuracy 
is sacrificed in the effort to gain speed. 
Helen told me she has always believed 
it was possible to hit hard and still be 
accurate, She kept hitting and sud- 
denly learned to control this speed. 

The mystery, if mystery there was, 
vanishes when we realize a talented 
and powerfully-built girl, determined 
to acquire a combination which here- 
tofore had not been combined. Her 
belief led her where others feared to 
tread and she succeeded, It has amaz- 
ed the tennis world and placed a wom- 
an nearer, though still far from man’s 
equal upon the tennis court. 

Last week in discussing with Bill 
Tilden the amazing improvement in 
Helen Wills game I said, “How can 
Helen be beaten?” 

“By running her,” says Big Bill. 

“Who can run her?’ I asked, 

“No one,” said Bill. 

There you have it. Helen Wills so 
smothers her opponent with the power 
and speed of her stroke that they can 
not launch their own attack. They 
are simply defending.

TODAY’S GOLF MENU. 

The feeling of hitting away from 
you is nearly always a good sign in 
a golf swing. One of the great faults 
of the game is the swing that comes 
in from the outside, with the hands 
and clubhead cutting the left. You 
can call it hitting from the inside 
out or what you will, but that feel 
of having the clubhead fly outward is 
usually a good sign. For it rarely 
results in any cut shot, or in any 
restricted flow of the clubhead. If 
you will watch any good golfer you 
will see that his left arm is as straight 
as an arrow as the elubhead reaches 
the ball. There is no belt elbow aft- 
er the point of impact. There is a 
look and a feeling of freedom in a 
swing that sends the club away out- 
ward through the ball—not inward. 

One of the best methods in which 
to obtain this result is more use of 
the left side and the left arm. When 
they are in control throngh the first 
stages of the swing the effect needed 
is much easier to get.

Chicago, August 22.—(4)—Wheat 
seored a brisk advance today, influ- 
enced by frost predictions and by evi- 
dence that prices had gone below the 
domestic average cost of production. 
A leading authority here said the pres- 
ent average cost of wheat production 
in the United States is $1.13 a bushel. 

Closing quotations on wheat were 
firm, lc to 1 3-Se net higher, 
corn 1-4c to 3-4e up, oats showing 
1-8c to 3-Sc advance, and provisions 
unchanged to 7c down. 

Before beginning to swing upward 
today wheat went down to a new low 

rice record for the season, Septem- 

er delivery selling at $1.07 1-4, and 
December at $1.12 1-2. These fig- 
ures were simultaneous with reports 
that harvesting is general in Canada, 
and that crop conditions there are 
ideal. Moreover, word was at hand 
that newly harvested wheat was ar- 
riving in Winnipeg and that recent 
light frosts in Canada had not ma- 
terially affected yields which as a 
rule were overtopping a ten-year aver- 


ge. 

On the setbacks in price, neverthe- 
less, houses with eastern and foreign 
connections became prominent on the 
buying side, and there were references 
to signs that the food situation in 
Russia is critical. There was also talk 
that with both political parties in the 
United States committed to farm re- 
lief many farmers would hold back 
as much grain as possible, hoping for 
better prices. Subsequent new fore- 
casts of frost tonight in parts of Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan, Canada, gave 
decided impetus to ensuing upturns in 
price, and the market closed at the 
top figures of the day. 

Corn and oats, sympathizing with 
wheat, rallied from early declines. Oats 
were responsive to excellent cash de- 
mand, together with smallness of re- 
ceipts. ‘Temporarily, however, prices 
for all deliveries of oats were at the 
lowest level yet this season. 

Provisions tended downward _ be- 
cause of scattered selling which more 
than offset an advance in the value of 
hogs.

New York, August 22.—(4)—Heavy 
profit-taking, inspired by expectations 
of a large increase in brokers’ loans 
this week, checked the recovery in 
stock prices today after more than 
a score issues had been pushed into 
new high ground. Several of the high 
priced specialties closed 3 to 11 points 
higher, but many of the standard in- 
dustrials and rails fell a point or 
more below yesterday's final figures. 
Total sales of 3,109,700 were the 
largest in about two months. 

The market apparently paid little 
attention to the money situation. Call 
money loans renewed unchanged at 7 
pre cent and held steady at that fig- 
ure all day, despite the calling of 
about $25, 000, 000 in bank loans. Time 
money was again on a flat 64 per 
cent basis instead of 6} to 64, but 
prime commercial paper rates were 
unchanged, 

Realizing Extensive. 

The rapidity of the advance in 
some of the speculative issues led to 
extensive realizing on: the part of 
traders who felt that the market was 
entitled to at least a technical re- 
action, The average of 20 leading 
industrials, compiled by the Asso- 
ciated Press, had advanced nearly 8 
points in the week ended Tuesday 
night and the average of 20 leading 
ails about 44 points with no in- 
termediate recession. Today’s loss in 
the average was about 5-8 of a point 
for each. 

The day’s business news was large- 
ly favorable. Weekly steel trade re- 
views continued encouraging in char- 
acter, and stressed the stiffening price

New York, August 22.—(4)—The 
bond market was dull and irregular 
today, a few issues reflecting the 
strength of stocks and others holding 
unchanged at yesterday's levels or 
showing slight recessions. Mainte- 
nance of high money rates and calling 
of a moderate volume of loans by 
banks served to restrict market activi- 
ty. 

A large proportion of the day’s busi- 
ness was in Public Service of New 
Jersey 41-2s, which extended their 
gain fractionally to a new year’s high 
at 136 1-4. Strength of the bonds 
reflects that of public service stocks, 


which have advanced on buying appar- 
ently based upon reports that the cor- 
poration is involved in plans for a 
large public utility merger. Most of 
the rest of the business was in Dodge 
Brothers 6s, which closed unchanged, 
and in Barnsdall 6s with warrants, 
which gained more than a point in 
sympathy with advances in the price 
of the stock based on discovery of a 
new oil field in California. 

Rails held fairly steady, with ad- 
vances of a point or so in such is- 
sues as Cincinnati, Lebanon & North- 
ern 4s, Seaboard Air Line 6s, Bur- 
lington 4s and International & Great 
Northern 6s. Baltimore & Ohio first 
5s and Philadelphia, Baltimore & 
Washington 4s, however, sagged to 
new lows for the year with declines 
of 5 and 2 points, respectively, and 
there were smaller recessions else- 
where in the group. 

Fairly heavy buying of Australian 
Commonwealth 41-2s, which showed 
fractional improvement, was the tea- 
ture of the erratic foreign list.

FENNER AND BEANE. 

New York, August 22.—Today'’s market 
was one of irregular movement with well 
sustained activity and volume around 3,000,- 
OOU shares. While specialty movements 
stood out rather than groups, activity in 
the coppers was notable, particularly in Ne- 
vada Consolidaed and in Granby, which 
made a new high for the year. We have 
been recommending both stocks for some 
time and fee] they are still worth buying. 

In spite of a substantial amount of with- 
drawals of call money by the banks the 
rate remained firm at seven per cent. The 
question is beginning to be raised whether 
the new clearing house regulations as to 
call money which go into effect on Septem- 
ber 1 will not begin to affect call money 
rates a few days before that date. 


LIVINGSTON & CO. 

New York, August 22.—After a morning of 
considerable strength the early afternoon 
brought a good deal of realizing and the 
market was somewhat reactionary until the 
last hour, when under concentrated buying 
in a few issues a number of stocks moved 
forward again. The advance, however, was 
not enough in any issues to wipe out earlier 
losses and some profit-taking in Steel and 
one or two other stocks just at the close 
gave the market a tone of irregularity. Rail 
averages were down a little on the day, but 
the industrial. averages were again higher. 

Studebaker was one of the features of the 
day, advancing in response to buying from 
the same sources that were responsible for 
the move in the stock a few months ago. 

The sulphur stocks developed sudden ac- 
tivity and the buying move continued in 
Sears-Roebuck, which was up 7 points on 
the day and some 17 in the last three days. 
The iron and steel weekly reviews said all 
steel products were strengthening in prices 
and there was a continued good dmand for 
them. Money held at 7.per cent all day as 
a result of the private banking houses of- 
fering funds. 

It was noted that on the early afternoon 
weakness trading still showed a_ tendency 
to decrease on weakness. We look for more 
irregularity in the market but believe that 
the trend of prices is still toward higher 
levels. 


H. & B. BEER, 

New York, August 22,—Trading again top- 
ped 38,000,000 shares. ‘There was a great 
deal of outside buying but in the main, 
the real leaders of the market were more or 
less in supply. The industrial averages were 
up slightly, Banks called more loans but 
money stayed around 7 per cent, 

Among the better stocks Sears-Roebuck 
was clearly the leader, running up over 
7 points. We still feel just as bullish on 
this.company for the long pull as we have 
consistently been right along. If we were 
making initial purchases of stock we would 
give this issue a leading place at 147, just 
as in June we liked it at 101. If the lead- 
ers are not worth the prices they are selling 
for certainly the followers are pot and 
if the leaders are not a buy why the best 
thing to do is to stay odt of the market 
entirely. Another merchandising stock that 
looks attractive is Kresge, also Drug, Inc. 
Accumulation in Goodyear continued, Amer- 
ican Smelting made a new high. In dol- 
lars per share this is probably the highest 
priced metal issue on the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


Cotton Letters. 


‘ : FENNER AND BEANE. 

New York, August 22.—Profit-takinge by 
satisfied longs was much in evidence today 
and market was more two-sided because of 
this. There was a good demand for con- 
tracts however, and prices averaged well 
above the previous finals. 

Weather conditions were not so unfavor- 
able but there waga steady flow of damage 
and weevil reports and the weather bureau 
gave an unfavorable account of conditions in 
the eastern belt. The report of the weather 
bureau on crop in western half was mixed 
and mostly favorable. 

A warning from the crop reporting bureau 
cautioning the trade against accepting its 
August first forecast as conclusive, owing 
to the small variation in its figures last 
year was generally interpreted as indicating 
probability of a radical difference between 
its August 1, and Sept. 1, estimates. Some 
also interpret the warning as foreshadowing 
a radical downward revision in its forecast 
owing to the abnormal se@son and widespread 
weevil infestation. The ginning report to- 
morrow is expected to be small enongh to ac- 
centuate the lateness of the crop and possi- 
bly cause a downward revision in existing 
crop ideas. 


LIVINGSTON & CO. 

New York, August 22.—After showing con- 
siderable strength and activity during the 
day's earlier trading on firm late cables from 
Liverpool and unfavorable features in the 
weather and crop news including a bullish 
interpretation of the weekly weather report, 
the cotton market showed renewed nervous- 
ness and irregularity.

The weekly weather and crop government 
review was considered bullish as a whole, 
unfavorable for the south Atlantics and less 
favorable than expected for the central and 
western belts. Liverpool cabled: Trade called 
cotton, but against this there was hedging 
and long liquidation. Manchester reports 
slightly improved demand for clothes and 
yarns, 

Summary of Washington's weekly weather 
and crop report: The weather was rather 
warm over most of the belt.

Whole Market Active in Early 
Trading, But Little Headway 
Is Made; General Motors, 
Radio, Studebaker and Sears- 
Roebuck Lead Movement. 


_ New York, August 22.—For the 
first two hours there was a turnover 
in the stock market of 1,500,000 shares 
repeating yesterday’s trading in 3,000.,- 
OVO shares for the first time for any 
five hours in over two months. Prae- 
tically the whole market was active 
but with little headway being made 
in one direction or the other outside 
of General Motors, Studebaker, Radio 
and Sears-Roebuck. 

At the close of the first hour the 
tape was eleven minutes behind trad- 
ing on the stock exchange floor indi- 
cating again that interest in the stock 
market is on the constructive side. 
Call money opened around 11 o’clock 
with the renewal rate again 7 per 
cent and with the banks again calling 
loans. Some $20,000,000 loans were 
called slowing down the stock market, 

General Motors was strong on the 
official announcement that the com- 
pany’s export business for the first 
half of the year had made a new high 
record with shipments of cars and 
trucks at 137,000 against 92.000 for 
the first six months of 1927. Insiders 
predict that more cars and _ trucks 
will be shipped overseas by General 


| Motors during the last six months of 


the year, making between 275.000 and 

300,000 for 1928S having a wholesale 

price value of $250,000,000 or more 

than the annual exports of any other 

industry outside of cotton and oil. 
New High Average. 

One widely used stock price index 
shows industrials at a new high av- 
erage for all time with the rails six 
points below the year’s high made 
early in May. For the first half of 
this year gross earnings of the rail- 
roads were down $118,000,000 or 3.9 
per cent compared with the corres- 
ponding period of last year with net 
operating income down 2.3 per cent. 
For the last half of 1927 gross was 
down 7.2 per cent and net down 16.9 
per cent. ‘The outlook is for better 
general trade for the last half of the 
year compared with the last six 
months of 1927. This should enable 
the railroads to make good monthly 
earning statements compared with the 
unfavorable gross and net statements 
for the last half of 1927. 


Oil shares held well in view of the 
unexpectedly large weekly increase of 
09,000 barrels in the average daily 


production of the crude oil. For Okla- 
homa alone there was an increase of 
57,000 barrels compared with the pre- 
vious week. For months the trend of 
the average daily production of crude 
oil has been downward. Recently, how- 
ever, several important agreements for 
restricting production have expired. 
Oklahoma producers of crude _ oil 
within the past few days have reached 
another agreement for restricting pro- 
duction. 

Vice President Booth, of the Guar- 
anty Trust company, returning from 
a lengthy trip abroad made for the 
purpose- of studying conditions, says 
that European countries are in a bet- 
ter financial and business condition 
but the improvement made will enable 
these countries to compete more keen- 
ly with us here at home as well as in 
the markets of the world. In passing 
its common dividend the Pennsylvania- 
Dixie Cement corporation says: 
“Prices in the cement industry in the 
south and along the Atlantic seaboar‘ 
are largely due to competition with 
foreign cement produced on a basis of 
pay for labor of about $1 a day and 
entering duty free.”

Better Earnings Forecast. 

Insiders in B. & O. intimate that 
the forthcoming earning statement for 
July will show the long expected 
turn for the better. The year is ex- 
pected to show around $10 a share 
for the common stock against the 
$9.42 earned for 1927 and $17.20 for 
1926. Improvement in Baltimore & 
Ohio’s monthly earnings will probably 
revive rumors of an increase in the 
common dividend to $7.

Time To Write On Theory of 
Money; Wall Street Journal 
Reveals Three Kinds of Poy- 
erty-—— Mental, Physical and 
Spiritual.

Waddill Catchings, of the banking 
house of Goldman, Sachs & company, 
New York, and a director in many of 


the largest corporations in the United 
States, still finds time to write books 


on the theory of money. 


One would think that a man who 
was a member of the governing board 
of such corporations as Postum Cer 
eal, Endicott-Johnson, B. F. Good- 
rich, Co., Studebaker Corporation, 
Cuyamel Fruit, Underwood Typewrit- 
er company, Sloss-Sheffield, Cluett- 
Peabedy, Link & Fink Products, Na- 
tional Dairy Products corporation, 
Continental Can, and Sears-Roebuck 
would have all he could do. 

But apparently this not the case 
with Mr. Catchings, who, born in Ten- 
nessee, was graduated from Harvard 
in both arts and law. He is in his 
forties. 

During the last few days Mr. Catch- 
ings’ hand has been seen in the ef- 
fecting of a merger, under the name 
of McKesson & Robbins, incorporated, 
of 16 wholesale drug companies op- 
erating in various parts of the United 
States, and doing a combined business 
of $100,000,000 annually. 

It is expected that this merger final- 
ly will embrace 25 more corporations, 
adding another $150,000,000 a year. 

Mr. Catchings, a modest, quiet type. 
is one of the backers of the Pollock 
foundation. He has found enough 
leisure to be co-author of “Profits, ’ 
a book widely discussed in recent 
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years. Likewise he is co-author with 
Dr. Foster of several other books, in- 
cluding “Money.” 

There are few business men of such 
large and varied activities who spen‘] 
so much time on economic and finan- 
cial research as Mr. Catchings. 


“There are three kinds of poverty 
—physical, mental, and = spiritual,” 
says C. W. Barron, of the Wall Street 
Journal. 

“The cause of physical poverty is 
mental or spiritual poverty acquired 
or inherited, Governments deal pri- 
marily with physical poverty.

Turks Believe 


August Snow 


RUSH TO MOSQUES FOR renitens 


Result of Allah’s Wrath 


Trebizond, Turkey, August 22.—(/) 
The first August snow in Turkish his- 
tory, spreading death and destruction 
over Trebizond and the surrounding 
region, has sent the inhabitants scurry- 
ing to the mosques to pray that Allah’s 
wrath be abated. 


While Constantinople and Angora 
swelter in the hottest summer expe- 
rienced in years, snow mysterious and 
phenomenal to the natives, continues 
to fall in Trebizond. It .is piled 10 
feet deep on the Gumush-Khane pla- 
teau, above the city, and 12 persons 
have been frozen to death. Crops are 
ruined and hundreds of cattle have 
perished. 

Two shepherds were found dead 
from the cold, on the plateau today, 
surrounded by a flock of frozen sheep. 

Fanatically superstitious, the inhabi- 
tants of Trebizond, who were the only 
people in Turkey to actively resist 
the adoption of the hat in place of 
the time-honored fez, see in this icy 
visitation a manifestation of Allah’s 
wrath, just as earthquakes followed 
the religious: changes recently decreed 
by the nationalist government. 


The people believe their god is angry 
because of the scrapaing of the Ara- 
bic alphabet, the sacred symbols in 
which the Koran was written. This 
change also was effected by edict of 
the government. 

President Mustapha Kemal 
only ordered that the Arabic alphabet 
be replaced by the Latin, but adopted 
a novel method of teaching the new 
form of writing. ‘Thousands of per- 
sons, crowded in the court yards out- 
side the Stambul university; received 
their first A B C lesson recently, given 
by a professor within the building 
and transmitted to them through loud 
speakers. 

But the faithful of Trebizond, whose 
ancestors through the generations since 
Mohammed took Allah's dictation in 
Arabic letters and wrote down his 
laws in the koran, have adhered to 
those sacred figures, believe that mere 
man has no right to discard them.
